The opening number was the Bee- 
thoven quartet in B flat called "The 
Harp," becauKo of its harp-like arp- 
eggio passages. Though written when 
Beethoven was not In too happy cir- 
cumstances this magnificent musto 
bears no trace of saddening Influ- 
ences, and was played with the spir- 
it and mastery befitting a work by 
this great master- tn sharp eentrasC, 
not in his most "modern" manner, but 
still prescifing some of the classical 
traditions, followed a' Debussy quar- 
tet In O minor, Op. 10. 

No words could describe U so well 
as Keats' beautiful Unes, "Charmed 
magic casements, opening on the foam, 
Of perilous acas, In fair>- lands fore» 
lorn." 

The "finale" of a Dittersdorf quar- 
tet as encore, closed a not-to-be for- 
gotten musical event. Toronto may 
woll cherish and be proud of the 
Hart House String Qii.u-tet.

appears on a great variety of backgrounds, from the carved stone 
of a stately doorw.iy to the .stamped paper of our writing pads. 
Not all of us, however, arc quite clear as to the origin or meaning 
of the device, or even as to the correct rcprcscntatioii. of it. We 
frequently hear discussions on the significance of the two crowns, 
the book, the three angular indentions and the martlets. But 
opinions on the subject are somewhat variable. 



Ilil?'^ y^^" ^SO the "Daily" published an article explaining 
of symbols as incorporated in the crest. .Asit is un- 
tlial no changes have since been made in the Univer- 
pi|sitpr» Arms, we reproduce the article below without revision. 

■ .: "-^^^ics McGill. our revered Founder, being a gentleman of 

country,. Scotland, had the 
inherited right to the insignia of nobility,' V/xb'at'' "of arins. That 
coat shewed a red shield with three white birds of the swallow 
familjf. known in heraldr>' as martlets, and his crest had one si- 
superimposed above the shield. A peculiarity of these

Whan our University was founded it assumed not only the 
name but the arms of its founder, with the slight alteration that 
the bird above the shield was removed and its place~taken by 
the crown, the intention being to indicate that the. institution was 
in possession of a roj-al charter. This coat of arms _ then,'' the 
shield, three martlets and crown, stood as the University bla- 
j^^T for about seventy-five years, and during that time great 
aggd om was used in its representation. Sometimes the birds 
J^^^^gjj.'white on red, sometimes red on white, sometimes they were 
|i»i§l!???:?r!^'^^*"*'^^^y they showed a reprehensible degree of legginess. 

I^Oocasional criticisms were made and soon forgotten.'. At least in 
^èl902 Dr. Adami published an article in the University Magazine 
Kin which he ad vised that the arms should be altered in order to 
fe^bring them into conformity with the rules governing university 
Ifef: usage, and also that more care should be used , in the details of 
representation. 

As a result of this enlightening and critical article a com- 
hSj^niittee was formed, made up of professors learned in heraldic 
IÇS lore, a new design was drawn, submitted to the College of Her- 
|j':;; alds„jand approved; and, subsequently, adopted by the authori- 
tic8-1al|t1^;bfficial coat of arms. This design was the work of Pro- 
lessor Nobbs in collaboration with. Dr. Adami, and they were 
guided in their choice of devices by the facts that custom has 
sanctioned the use of a book in university arms, that McGill is 
, in Montreal, and that it is right and proper that the connection 
jof .our , arms with those of our Founder should continue to be 
;ijHbwri. Hence in the words one of the learned authorities con- 
sulted: — 

"The arms of the University consist of the Founder's arms 
^jAdth the colors reversed, surmounted by certain objects intend- 
s'd'.to symbolize the idea contained in the word "Montreal" and 
itKe notion of a university founded for t!>e doubtful advantages 
book learning. These remarks account for the book and the 
;wo ancient silver crowns, also for the three points which result

^^eing; in heraldic language arranged dancette, thus revealing 
^Jthe astonished beholder a representation of the Mountain and 
Sthe;AWest Mountain covered with snow against a sunset sky.

^■^good point about the thing is that it is all done in red and white,

jersity colors. The blazing of the McGill University coat of arms

Enthusiasm for Rugby, as apalnst 
the straight kicking game of soccer, 
appears to have been successfully 
aroused by this game, which was 
reported far and wide as a great cu- 
riosity. ThUs the next year. In ISTii, 
the victorious team played Tale tin- 
der a compromise set of rules, whicn 
bail and of' batting it with the hand- 
This weird combination of soccer, 
rugger and basketbai: which started 
the traditional scries between Har- 
vard and Yale, appeors to have been 
the first game between two Americ- 
an teams under anything approach- 
ing Rug^iy rules. 

It must not, we are w.irned. b^ 
confused with the first inter-colle- 
giate football game under any sort 
of rules. A game very much lilte as- 
soeia-tioii (soccer) football of to-day 
had been played as early as 1S05, at 
both Princeton and Rutgers, and the 
two met November C, 1869. for the 
first intercollegiate football game in 
this countrj'- Incidentally it is Inter 
estSng to note that the first jnterco! 
U-giati: football game in Kngland did 
not occur until Kebruary 10, 3S72, 
between Oxford and Cambridge (ac 
cording to the Encyclopedia Britan- 
nica), so that American Intercolleel
